Machine-Guns Planted on Streets of Liege as 
Disorders Continue to 
Spread.

BRUSSELS, June 18.—Gendarme 
patrols occupied highways leading 
to Brussels today to prevent Bel- 
gian strikers from entering indus- 


trial suburbs and taking control of 
factories by surprise. Strategic 
points in the city, including the pal- 
ace, Parliament and Government 
buildings, were heavily guarded. 

Authorities feared the walkout 
would affect the capital despit® a 
tentative agreement which grant- 
ed workers’ demands of a minimum 
wage, paid vacations, guarantees of 
union activities ana a 40-hour week. 

Police planted machine guns on 
the street corners of Liege today, 
but strikers started a fresh wave 
of disorders. They fired a wooden 
bridge, stopped busses, and poured 
cement in letter boxes. 

Virtually all textile factories were 
affected by the spreading walkout 
movement.

WASHINGTON, June 18.-—Con- 
gress completed action today on the 
Robinson-Patman bill to forbid 
price discrimination an dsent it to 
the hWite House. 

The bill would permit the Federal 
Trade Commission to limit the 
amount prices could be cut for 
quantity purchases and would out- 
law fake brokerage and other fees 
designed to permit price discrimina- 
tion. 

This tontrol was designed to pro- 
tect small merchants from unfair 
competition from big buyers, in- 
cludnig chain stores. 

The Boras-Van Nuys amendment, 
added in the Senate, would permit 
persons who claimed they had been 
discriminated against to seek ac- 
tion in Federal courts, without com- 
ing to Washington to prosecute 
their cases before the Trade Com- 
mission.

Union Sympathizers Use Rifles 


After Attack Is Made 
on Pickets. 


By the Associated Press. 

KENT, O., June 18.—Several men 
suffered wounds in ane early 
morning outbreak today at _ the 
Black & Decker Electric Co. plant, 
which has been closed by a strike. 
At noon Police Chief St. Clair West 
said union sympathizers were firing 


on the plant from tnree sides. He 
estimated between 100 and 150 men 
armed with rifles were engaged in 
the “sniping.” He said their fire 
was not returned from company 
property. 

The snipers ceased firing later on 
orders of A. F. Wassilak, picket line 
captain. Wassilak said the strikers 
would permit the besieged men to 
leave, provided Sheriff E. L. Burr 
first “unarms them.” 

William Crayford, local president 
of the International Association of 
Machinists, said the first flareup 
occurred as two moving vans occu- 
pied by about 35 men went through 
company gates under a tear gas 
barrage affecting many strikers. 

The wounded: John Pudlosky, 40 
years old, shot in the leg; Al Gray, 
26, shotgun pellet wound in the 
face; J. W. Pomphrétt, 47, minor 
shotgun pellet wound, all union 
members, and two workers whose 
names were not available. 

William Dick, 24, said he was 
“scratched” by a bullet, and Harry 
Root, 30, was injured slightly when 
struck in the face by a tear gas 
shell.

Capt, Joseph Parilla of Youngs- 
town, a National Guard observer, 
said John Hogan, 41, wounded in 
the plant, crawled from the prem- 
ises and was taken to Lakeside 
Hospital, Cleveland, where physi- 
cians said he was in serious condi- 
tion from a stomach wound. He was 
taken directly to the operating 
room. 

The machinists’ union declared 
a strike May 1 to enforce 
demands for a 10 per cent wage 
increase, a 35-hour working week 
and collective bargaining. 


SENATE VOTES INQUIRY POWER 


Bill Dealing With Defiant Wit- 
nesses Sent to White House. 


WASHINGTON, June 18. A 
measure to expedite punishment of 
witnesses who refuse to testify or 
to produce documents before con- 
gressional investigating commit- 
tees was passed today by the Sen- 
ate and sent to the White House. 

Under present law, the action of 
the recalcitrant witness must be 
reported to the Senate or House 
which would request the District 
Attorney of the District of Colum- 
bia to present the matter to the 
grand jury. The proposed legisla- 
tion would authorize the President 
of the Senate or the Speaker of 
the House, when Congress was not 
in session, to report the facts 
directly to the District Attorney 
where the offense took place.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—A pre- 
diction that the Democrats would 
break a precedent of 48 years’ 
standing by renominating President 
Roosevelt by acclamation was made 
today by Representative Cannon 
(Dem.), Democratic convention par- 
liamentarian for the last 16 years. 
He expressed the belief that’ the 
convention next week at Philadel- 
phia would name Roosevelt with- 
out the formality ofa ballot. rover 
Cleveland was so honored in 1888. 
Vice-President Garner, too, will be 
renominated without a vote. 

Cannon said he had confidence 
the following would be the proced- 
ure when the convention reaches 
the point of nominations, June 26: 

1. Call of the roll by States with 
30 minutes allotted for each nomi- 
nating speech. 

2. Motion to suspend the rules 
for acclamation. 

3. Call of roll by States for vice- 
presidential nomination with five 
minutes allotted for speeches. 

4. Motion to suspend the rules for 
acclamation. 


Work on Platform. 

Democratic leaders today were 
mueh.of their effort 
ing of the 1936 party 
platform. Those in charge of the 
work declined to talk about it, but 
some sources indicated that tenta- 
tive planks drawn for submission 
to the convention’s resolutions com- 
mittee made a tacit bid for support 
by Progressives. 

Senator LaFollette (Prog.), Wis- 
consin, announced that a confer- 
ence of Progressives would be 
called after the Democratic con- 
vention to consider “what action 
shall be taken inthe November 
campaign.” Senator Norris of Ne- 
braska, Nye of North Dakota and 
Benson of Minnesota announced 
they would attend the conference. 

In Georgia Gov. Eugene Tal- 
madge, who has fought the New 
Deal, announced that his fight 
had been within the party, and that 
he would support whatever ticket 
is chosen at Philadelphia. 

Senator Norris said that although 
he would attend the Progressives’ 
conference, he expected most of the 
Progressives to follow him in com- 
ing out for Roosevelt. 

Senator Benson said he wanted 
“to see what the Democratic plat- 
form is like” before he makes up 
his mind which candidate to sup- 
port. The Republican platform’s 
currency plank, Benson said, was 
“asinine.” 

Senator Clark of Missouri, as 
chairman of the Rules Committee 
for the national convention, will 
report the resolution calling for ab- 
rogation of the 104-year-old two- 
thirds rule. 

Invented by Jackson. 

“To say that it will give ‘me a 
sentimental pleasure,” says Clark, 
“is putting it mildly. I’ve been 
whooping it up to do away with 
that thing all my life.” 

Introduced at the first Demo- 
cratic convention in Baltimore in 
1832 as a move of Andrew Jackson 
to impede John C. Calhoun, the 
rule requiring a two-thirds vote to 
nominate has prevented two major- 
ity candidates from winning a pres- 
idential nomination. 

On the tenth ballot at Baltimore 
in 1912 Senator Clark’s father, the 
late Speaker Champ Clark, mus- 
tered 556 votes, 11 more than a ma- 
jority, to Woodrow Wilson’s 352. 
Yet eventually Wils:n was nomi- 
nated and subsequently elected 
President. 

That defeat embittered Champ. 
Clark, and the feeling persists in 
his family today. 

But for the two-thirds rule Mar- 
tin Van Buren would have been 
nominated in 1844, since he had a 
majority on the first ballot. It 
robbed him of victory, however, and 
gave it in a stampede of weary 
delegates to James K. Polk, the 
first “dark horse” nominee in 
American politics. ;

MAXIM GORKY. 
NOTED RUSSIAN 
AUTHOR, IS DEAD 


Famous Revolutionist and 
Propagandist for Soviets, 
But Not Member of Com- 
munist Party. 


ILL SINCE JUNE5; 
HAD RELAPSE SUNDAY 


Pneumonia at 68 — 
Never Forgave U. S. for 


Ostracism on 1906 Visit. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, June 18.—Maxim Gor- 
ky, most famous of contemporary 
Russian writers, died today. He 
was 68 years old. 

Gorky, attended by Soviet Rus- 


sia’s best medical talent, suc- 
cumbed to pneumonia after 10 days. 
The pneumonia had attacked his 
single lung following a severe at- 
tack of influenza. The other lung 
was destroyed years ago, and a 
tuberculosis infection set in after 
the author had wounded himself 
with a revolver. 

Gorky was kept alive during his 
last day and night by oxygen appa- 
ratus and stimulants. 

He had returned to Moscow four 
years ago, after living for many 
years in Sorrento, Italy, where the 
climate was favorable to his deli- 
cate health. 

Held in the highest esteem by 
the Bolsheviks, he was one of Mos- 
cow’s few residents with a private 
home, The large Soviet land plane, 
which crashed last year with a loss 
of 50 lives, was named for him. 

Of late, Gorky had devoted his 
time to writing plays and néws- 
paper articles. He criticized young- 
er Soviet writers severely, assert- 
ing they showed a lack of imagina- 
tion and were failing to develop a 
new “revolutionary” school of writ- 
ing. 

Although he was Soviet Russia’s 
leading writer and held office as a 
member of the Central Executive 
Committee, Gorky never became 
officially a member of the Com- 
munist party. During the first 
year of Communist power in Rus- 
sia he was opposed to Communism. 
Later he became its leading propa- 
gandist. 


Gorky’s Rise From Poverty to Lit- 
erary and Political Eminence. 


Maxim Gorky’s earliest years 
were passed amid such bitterness 
that he revolted against the social 
order ag it stood in czarist Russia, 
and as he grew into manhood he 
became a Socialist. 

Born March 14, 1868, at Nijni 
Novgorod, the son of a poor jour- 
neyman upholsterer, he was left 
an orphan at the age of five. His 
grandfather forthwith told him, 
“You can’t live off us. Get out 
into the world!” 

The boy became a rag picker. 
Later he was an apprentice to a 
mechanical draughtsman, an assis- 
tant cook on a Volga River steam- 
er, a clerk to a lawyer, a tramp on 
the steppes, and a day laborer. 

Indefatigable reading and his own 
kaleidoscopic experiences gave him 
the background for his future 
books. 

At the age of 15 he went to Ka- 
zan, but he was refused admittance, 
to the university and got a job in 
a bakery. His unbroken series of 
misfortunes so preyed on his mind 
that he attempted suicide in 1888 
by shooting himself. The bullet re- 
mained in his body and troubled 
him in later years. 

Advice From Chekhov. 

About this time he came under 
the influence of the great Russian 
writers, Chekhov and Tolstoy. 
Chekhov. advised him to write 
plays. From this encouragement 
came several plays, one of which, 
“The Lower Depths,” had great suc- 
cess in Moscow and was played on 
Broadway. 

Among Gorky’s first _ stories, 
received particular mention. He 
followed this with a series of stories 
on the life of the tramp—the bos- 
niaki—which he had been himself. 

From almost the beginning of his 
literary life in 1892, Gorky worked 
revolutionary ideas into his books. 
His favorite character was the man 
in revolt against society. Several 
times when he turned directly to 
anti-government socialistic propa- 
ganda he was cast into prison. Aft- 
er one term in jail at Riga in 1905 
he spent about eight years in exile. 

It was then that he made his only 
visit to America—the spring of 
1906. At first he was met with an

Andro- 
ievea, and treated him as a social 
outcast. New York hotels refused 
to admit him. He went back to Eu- 
rope, bitterly denouncing America.

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4 JUDGES EXPELLED 
BY THE CHICAGO BAR 


Board of Managers Finds They 
Were Too Active in Politics 
in Primary.

CHICAGO, June 18.—The Chica- 


judges today en the finding of its 
board of managers that they en- 
gaged too actively in the Illinois 


primary politics. 

They are Circuit Judge Harry M. 
Fisher, Superior Judge James J. 
Kelly, and Appellate Judge John J. 
Sullivan, all Democrats, and Su- 
perior Judge Oscar H. Nelson, Re- 
publican. 

The report found the four guilty 
of “flagrant violation” of canon 28 
of the American Bar Association, 
which says a Judge “should not en- 
gage generally in partisan activi- 
ties” and should avoid any suspi- 
cion of “being warped by political 
bias.” 

The four are among 41 judges 
who resigned from the association 
recently when it began its investi- 
gation of judges in politics. Their 
letter of withdrawal has not yet 
been acted on, the association said, 
so that it regarded them, until to- 
day, as members. 

Today’s report asked that notice 
of censure be sent to seven other 
judges, listing Judges Joseph H. 
McGarry, Roman E. Posanski, 
Francis Borrelli, Joseph Burke, 
James F.:Fardy, Cornelius J. Har- 
rington and Frank M. Padden. 

The managers found that Judges 
Fisher, Kelly and Sullivan all made 
speeches for Dr. Herman N. Bund- 
esen in his race against Gov. Hen- 
ry Horner for the Democratic gu- 
bernatorial nomination. Judge 
Fisher and Gov. Horner had previ- 
ously been political allies. 

Six counts against Judge Nelson 
included a complaint that he in- 
dorsed C. Wayland Brooks, success- 
ful candidate for that party’s nom- 
ination as Governor, in a radio talk 
and was otherwise “extremely ac- 
tive in politics.”

Wise 
left the farm years ago.

Basis of Compromise.

War Is Alternative, 

Then Eden demanded:

“If the League means to enforce 
an Ethiopian peace which the 
League can rightly approve, then 
the League must take action of 
the kind which must inevitably lead 
to war in the Mediterranean—and 
no man can say such a war can 
be confined to the Mediterranean. 

“T have no reason to think the 
League favors such a departure or 
such action, and no reason to sgup- 
pose this country, on which the 
greatest burden of such a war must 
fall, desires it either.”

A throng of 200 delegates from 
the Women’s National Liberal Fed- 
eration besieged the chambers, de- 
manding to see their parliamentary 
representatives. The women shouted 
for Eden to appear before them 
but were told the Foreign Secretary 
was not available. 

Simultaneously, a committee of 
the Ethiopian Association decided 
to call for a boycott of all Italian 
goods if the war penalties were 
lifted. Refusal to subscribe to Ital- 
ian loans or visit Italy also was 
voted. 

League Meets This Month. 

How and when the sanctions can 
be lifted is a question tc be set- 
tled at Geneva. The Council meets 
June 26, the assembly June 30. 
Parliamentary circles anticipated a 
demand for Italian guarantees of 
non-discrimination’ against the 
current sanctionists, when trade 
channels actually are cleared. 

Thorough League reform is such 
an important and difficult job, in- 
formed persons said, that little can 
be done before autumn. Possible 
lines already have been indicated 
by Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Chamberlain, who urged a system 
of regional pacts in world danger 
zones, and by Ramsay MacDonald, 
Lord President of the Council, who 
advocated re-study by a commis- 
sion of Article XVI of the covenant, 
dealing with sanctions.

RECOMMENDED 


Securities Commission Pro- 


poses Congress Lift Trus- 
tee Standards to End Ex- 


ploitation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.— The 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 


sion today proposed the lifting of 
standards of corporate trustees to 
prevent “exploitation” of investors. 

Striking at “leading bankers of 

the country,” Commissioner Wil- 
liam O. Douglas asserted that insti- 
tutions, acting as trustees, “have 
been sitting idly by while the in- 
vestors have been exploited.” 
' Proposals under which minimum 
standards for trust indentures and 
qualifications for trustees would 
be prescribed by Congress were out- 
lined in a SEC report prepared 
under Douglas’ direction. 

The report was another step in a 
series of Commission moves look- 
ing toward statutory regulation in 
the field of corporate and real es- 
tate reorganization. 

Discussing the report at a press 
conference, Douglas said that trus- 
tees had left unguarded the inter- 
ests of investors generally while 
they strove to protect their own 
proprietary interests in corpora- 
tions. 

Trustees and Investors. 

The 119-page report set out that 

a corporate trustee usually is a sin- 
gle commercial bank, which may 
be extending a line of credit to the 
corporation for which it is acting 
as trustee. It said these two inter- 
ests should be divorced and that 
trustees should be disqualified if 
they have obligations conflicting 
with those toward investors. 
In addition, it was said, they 
“should be transformed into active 
trustees with the obligation to exer- 
cise that degree of care and dili- 
gence which the law attaches to 
such high fiduciary position.” 

Saying that “the point of control 
should be the public offering of se- 
curities,” the report added that leg- 
islation could forbid the use of the 
mails or other interstate transpor- 
tation for the sale of securities is- 
sued under trust indentures except 
when the indentures and the trus- 
tees met minimum standards. 

“Mechanical Duties.” 

At present, it was said, the trus- 
tee has merely “mechanical duties” 
and bears no “real risk or respch- 
sibility.” The report added: 

“It is a misrepresentation to in- 
vestors of the nature of the protec- 
tion for which they are paying. By 
the course of the development of 
the corporate trustee, investors 
have been exposed to exploitation 
on behalf of their trustees’ own in- 
terests, and they have been deprived 
of protection which they sorely 
need.” 

Douglas declared there had been 
cases where trustees, who also were 
creditors of corporations, learned in 
advance of pending defaults and 
“grabbed every asset they could get 
their hands on” to protect their own 
interests. 

The report was filed with Con- 
gress and President Roosevelt.

On his way here Hamilton said 
he expected to visit every state in 
the Union and hoped to see every 
county chairman. He said he ex- 
pected to take command of the na- 
tional headquarters in Chicago the 
latter part of next week.

The six incumbent Republican 
Circuit Judges, four of whom are 
completing their eighteenth succes- 
sive year on the bench, appear vir- 


ae: ‘tually certain of indorsement for 


renomination by a majority of the 
members of the Republican City 
Committee, when indorsements are 
voted and ward slates agreed upon 
shortly before the primary election 
Aug. 4. 

The committee, as in past elec- 
tions, will not make indorsements 
as a committee, but the individual 
committeemen and committeewom- 
en in the various wards will pre- 
pare their ward slates, and a ma- 
jority of the committee is expected 
to agree upon a city-wide slate. 

Following the overwhelming de- 
feats suffered locally by Republic- 
ans in the 1932 and 1934 elections, 
there was talk in Republican ranks 
of bringing new blood into the 
party and sponsoring the candi- 
dacies of men who had not previ- 
ously sought public office, but this 
year, so far as the Circuit bench is 
concerned, most of the committee 
members appear to feel that the 
party should stand pat with the 
incumbents, their opinion being 
that many of the voters prefer ex- 
perienced judges to those who have 
never before held judicial office. 

Only Six Republicans on Bench. 


The six Judges are Granville 
Hogan, Frank Landwehr, Moses 
Hartmann, Robert W. Hall, Arthur 


2 Bader and Clyde C. Beck. They are 


the only Republicans now on the 
Circuit bench, the other 12 being 
Democrats. 

Hogan, Hall, Landwehr and Hart- 
mann were first elected in Novem- 
ber, 1918, and have been re-elected 
in 1924 and 1930. Bader was ap- 
pointed a Circuit Judge in Decem- 
ber, 1929, by Gov. Caulfield, after 
the enactment of a law creating 
two additional judgeships here, and 
was elected to a full six-year term 
in November, 1930. Beck, a Police 
Judge during the administration of 
Mayor Victor J. Miller, was first 
elected Circuit Judge in Novem- 
ber, 1930. 

Other candidates for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Circuit Judge 
include A. R. A. Garesche, Joseph 
J. Lemen, L. D. Slattery and Ver- 
non R. Wells. All have support in 
the city committee, but the major- 
ity is in favor of the incumbent 
Judges. 


25 Seeking Six Jobs. 


Some Republican workers are 
hopeful that the primary fights for 
Circuit Judge among the Demo- 
crats—with 25 candidates seeking 
the six nominations—will engender 
sufficient bitterness to work to 
the advantage of the Republican 
judicial ticket in the November 
election. The indorsements of the 
Bar Association of St. Louis for the 
various judicial positions will also 
carry weight, as voters in recent 
elections have shown a disposition 
to follow recommendations of the 
association, and some members of 
both major party committees will 
be guided by recommendations of 
the bar group. 

Members of the Republican com- 
mittee, discussing the primary situ- 
ation with a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, said they expected former Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Calhoun to re- 
ceive the indorsement of a ma jor- 
ity of the committee for the nom- 
ination for Judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals, although Otto C. 
Fickeissen, his opponent, has some 
committee support. The only other 
local judicial office to be voted on 
this year is Judge of the Court of 
Criminal Correction, Division No. 


2, and Edward E. Butler, former 


Judge in Division No. 1, is unop- 


_— for the Republican nomina- 
on. 

Most of the committee support in 
the contest for Circuit Attorney is 
expected to go to Edward Gragg 
who is opposed by Joseph Letor- 
ney.

Park Reservoir Cost $1,200,000; 

to Increase Pressure. 

A 13-mile steel pipe line from the 
Stacy Park reservoir at Olive 
Street and Bonhomme roads _ to 
Grand boulevard and Eichelberger 
avenue, construction of which was 
started two years ago, Was com- 
pleted yesterday. The cost of the 
line, which was built to remedy 
the problem of low water pressure 
in South St. Louis during periods 


of heavy consumption, was $1,200,- 
000, provided by Water Department 
surplus revenue and a 30 per cent 
PWA grant. 

The line, most of which is five 


120,000,000 gallons a day. The Chain 
of Rocks water plant provides 160,- 
000,000 gallons. It is estimated that 
this will provide for all water needs 
until 1960. 

Work will start next week on 
construction of another five-foot 
steel pipe line from the Howard's 
Bend water plant on the Missouri 
River to the Stacy Park reservoir, 
a distance of nine miles. The esti- 
mated cost is $694,672.

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The 

Federal Reserve Board reported to- 

day that business as a whole _in- 


creased more during the first five 
months of this year than in the 
corresponding period of any of the 
four preceding years. 

Many types of business activity 
were at the highest levels since 
early in 1930, the board said in its 
monthly bulletin. 

“The most marked increases in 
production during the past year, as 
in other recent years,” the board 
said, “have been in the durable 
goods industry. Output of durable 
goods, however, is still far below 
pre-depression levels, owing largely 
to the lag of recovery in construc- 
tion activity.” 

The board noted that in the last 
year there has been an increase in 
construction, reflecting larger. ex- 
penditures for residential, indus- 
trial and commercial building as 
well as increased outlays for pub- 
licly financed projects. 

Increased production has been 
accompanied by a gain in the num- 
ber of persons employed and, re- 
flecting principally an increase in 
the average number of hours 
worked, by a somewhat larger pay- 
roll, the board reported. However, 
it said the number of the unem- 
ployed remained large and _ there 
was relatively little change in the 
total number of persons on relief or 
employed on works projects 
financed by public funds 

Agricultural income, which had 
increased considerably in the last 
three years, has shown a further 
rise this year, the board said. This 
reflected larger income from the 
sale of farm products, offset in part 
by a decline in Government rental 
and benefit payments. 

Stocks of cotton were reported to 
have been reduced during the last 
four years, but are still at a rela- 
tively high level. Wheat stocks - §. of RE 
were reduced to about the level pre- i eye 
vailing prior to 1929. The supply + _ 1808 
of hogs on farms, which the board 
said was exceptionally small a year 
ago, was reported as having shown 
some increase during the last year.

DETROIT, June 18.—Authorities 
undertook today to give protection 
to infofmants who have helped in 
rounding up members of the Black 
Legion, while they investigated the 
beating of a woman as a possible 
act of reprisal by the terrorists. 

The victim of the beating was 
Mrs. Dorothy Guthrie, 33 years old, 
who told police two weeks ago that 
her husband, William H. Guthrie, 
printed at their home the racial, 


religious and anti-Communistic li- 
erature the Black Legion circulat- 
ed. 

Mrs. Guthrie said she did not see 
the face of the man who waylaid 
her in her apartment yesterday af- 
ternoon, bound and gagged her 
with strips of black cloth and beat 
and kicked her. 

Police Inspector John A. Hoff- 
man said the woman’s husband 
would be detained “until this whole 
matter has been cleared up,” Al- 
through Guthrie protested that “if I 
knew who did it I would tell you.” 

Says Stranger Accosted Him. 

Guthrie said a stranger accosted 
him on the street Monday, plaged a 
bullet in his hand and admonished 
him: “You don’t know anything 
about the Black Legion; don’t say 
any more about it.”

E. ST. LOUIS REALTY MEN FIGHT 
RISE IN LEVEE BONDING POWER 


Oppose Bill in State Legislature, 
Saying It Would Increase 
Taxes. 

The East St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange yesterday joined in the 
opposition against a bill in the 
Illinois Legislature which would 
increase the bonding power of the 
East St. Louis Levee and, Sanitary 
District from 2% to 5 perf cent of 
the assessed valuation of the dis- 
trict, or from $2,250,00,000 to $4,500,- 
000 in the amount of bonds it could 

issue. 

W. H. Horner, president of the 
exchange, said the bill would mean 
a perpetual increase in _ taxes, 
which property could not stand, 
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and that the proposed work for 
which the increase was sought was 
unnecessary. Communications 
urging members of the Legislature 
to vote against the bill, now in 
third reading, were sent by the ex- 
change, The Granite City Board of 
Aldermen also has urged defeat of 
the bill. 

The work proposed is PWA con- 
struction of sanitary trunk line 
sewers to serve the Tri-cities, and 
increasing the height of the Illi- 
nois levee along the Mississsippi 
River. The bonded indebtedness 
of the levee district is now only 
$20,000 less than the constitutional 
limit and members of the levee 
board contend they cannot take 
advantage of WPA grants unless 
the limit is increased. The bill was 
introduced by State Senator Louis 
Menges of East St. Louis.

TO CONFER ON RETARDING 
‘RAINDROP’S JOURNEY TO SEA’ 


Meeting Called for Sept. 22, at 
Roosevelt’s Suggestion, to 
Discuss Flood Control. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—A con- 
ference of United States and for- 
eign engineering experts on ways 
“to retard the journey of the rain 
drop to’the sea” was authorized by 
President Roosevelt today in a let- 
ter to Secretary Wallace. 

Wallace thereupon’ called the 
meeting for Sept. 22 and 23, in 
Washington. It will center on flood 
control and land conservation 
problems in “upstream” or “little 
water” areas. The President said 
there was already a wealth of ex- 
perience and data on needs along 
major streams. 

“It must be remembered that 
downstream waters originate large- 
ly in upstream areas,” said the 
President. “The objects of up- 
stream engineering are through 
forestry and land management to 
keep water out of our streams, to 
control its action once in the 
stream and generally to retard the 
journey of the rain drop to the sea. 
Thus the crest of downstream 
floods are lowered.” 

H. H. Bennett, chief of the Soil 
Conservation Service; Morris L. 
Cooke, Rural. Electrification Ad- 
ministrator, and F. A. Silcox, chief 
of the Forestry Service, were ap- 
pointed to organize the conference,

‘had given his blessingto a young 
| Rus ian woman who had sought to 
kill Rasputin. He said Rasputin was 
'“too prudent” to fall for a_ plot 
\which would have forced him to 
/meet her at the home of an aris- 
'tocrat. Trufenoff mentioned Khi- 
‘ona Guseva as the woman who was 
‘alleged to have entered the plot in 
1913 or 1914 and approached him 
to ask for his encouragement. 

“She came to me with a dagger,” 
he said, “and addressing me as 
Holy Father, said that Rasputin was 
ruining the Czar and Russia. ‘I 
am going to stab him with this

“I wish to state with absolute 
definiteness that I never signed 
such a letter, that I never saw such 
a letter nor authorized nor coun- 
tenanced the signature of such a 
letter.” 
“It is possible,” he suggested at 
another point, “that some _  over- 
zealous individual desirous of 
swelling the receipts from the 
meetings that will be held all over 
the country to listen to the speech 
of acceptance that will be delivered 
from Franklin Field, Philadelphia, 
may have affixed a rubber stamp 
signature such as I understand the 
letter carries, but if so, it was en- 
tirely without my knowledge or 
consent.

NEW HUNT FOR MISSING SHIP 
AFTER 3 BODIES ARE FOUND 


Vessel Crushed on Reef in Baha- 
mas May Be British 
Trawler. 

By the Associated Press. 


NASSAU, Bahamas, June 18.— 
British colonial authorities renewed 
efforts today to find the Girl Pat, 
missing 25-ton British trawler, as 
a searching party was dispatched 
to a remote reef where three bodies 
were found beside a wrecked ship. 

The searching pafty will examine 
the bulk, the authorities said, on 
the theory that it might be the 
missing trawler. 

The reef-crushed vessel was 
sighted by a trading sloop on the 
Island of Samana, some 60 miles 
from Mariguana. The sloop put in 
and found three men dead beside 
the wreck. Nearby were personal 
effects, navigating instruments and 
a Bible. The stricken ship still 
flew the British flag. 

Word of.the find was relayed to 
Nassau after the traders had buried 
the three bodies. The Girl Pat put 
out from Grimsby, England, with 
six aboard, early in April, presum- 
ably bound for the North Sea fish- 
ing banks. She next was seen in 
port in Northwest Spain and again 
in Dakar, French West Africa, 
where she took aboard supplies, 
charged them to the owners, set 
the chief engineer ashore and 
sailed on. A ship resembling the 
Girl Pat was reported sighted June 
10 off Devil’s Island, French Gui- 
ana. It was this report that cre- 
ated some doubt that the Samana 
wreck could be the hunted ship. 


CUMMINGS DEFENDS DROPPING 
OF LOUISIANA TAX CHARGES 


Attorney-General Says “All Hulla- 
baloo” About Prosecutions in 
Louisiana Is “Synthetic.”

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Attor- 
ney-General Cummings said yes- 
terday the dismissal of indictments 
against certain associates of the 
late Huey Long in Louisiana was 
“purely a routine matter.” “All the 
hullabaloo about it is synthetic,” he 
added. 

Nine members of the grand jury 
which indicted the men for income 
tax fraud said in a letter to Cum- 
mings that there was “a gross and 
unwarranted official discrimina- 
tion” against former State Repre- 
sentative Joseph Fisher, one of 
two men tried before the other 
cases were dropped. They demand- 
ed the release of Fisher, now in 
Atlanta Penitentiary. Abe Shu- 
shan, president of the New Orleans 
Levee Board, was acquitted. 

Cummings said: “The Justice 
Department has full confidence in

A. Edison were found to have been 
fired from the same rifle which 
Gebhardt used to end his life Tues- 
day at New Monmouth in Middle- 
towh township, the prosecutor said.

Josph Coccozza, and Proscutor 
Wachenfeld said the tests “showed 
definitely the shots were fired from 
the same gun.” Wachenfeld and 
Police Chief Christian N. Dell of 
East Orange said they were satis- 
fied Gebhardt was the killer.

A mob of about 300 persons, in-j 
cluding some women, formed at 
Wharton, 13 miles away, 5n a re- 
port that a Negro under arrest 
there had confessed to a part in 
the killing, implicating three others. 
As a matter of fact, nine Negroes, 
five men and women, had been ar- 
rested. 

When the mob gathered at the 
Wharton jail, the jailer invited a 
search. The prisoners were not 
there. Half an hour later the mob 
appeared at Bay City. There Sher- 
iff Harris Milner allowed three of 
the mob to search the jail. The 
Negroes were not there, either. 

State Ranger E. Davenport and 
three carloads of deputies moved 
them from jail to jail ahead of the 
mob.

Clark Offers Measure Relating to 
Ex-Soldiers Who Died After 
Filing Applications. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.— Sen- 
ator Clark of Missouri introduced 
today a bill which would permit the 
Secretary of the Treasury to give 
bonus bonds to the accredited heirs 
of veterans who have died since 
filing application for the bonu% 
The aim of the measure, Clark said, 
is to make it unnecessary for heirs 
of veterans to go to the expense 
of employing attorneys to obtain 
the bonus payment. 

About 10,000 veterans have died 
since the applications were filed, 
according to Clark, who said that 
the death rate among veterans aver- 
aged 100 a day. Clark said he had 
been assured that his measure 
would be put through before the 
close of the present session of Con- 
gress without debate. The law if 
passed would also apply in the case 
of veterans who have been declared 
incompetent.

NEW YORK, June 18.—Win, lose 
or draw, Max Schmeling will be 


$150,000 richer after his bout with 
Joe Louis, now set for tomorrow 
night. At least it is reported on 
good authority that he has been 
guarnteed that sum, free from 
United States income tax and the 
cut of his manager. This means 
that Mike Jacobs, promoter of the 
contest, has agreed to take care of 
Uncle Sam. 

The official contracts, of course, 
call for 30 per cent of the net gate 
for each boxer, but it is said that 
Schmeling insisted before he signed 
for the sum mentioned above, and 
got it. Louis signed for 30 per 
cent. 

All of which means that if the 
net gate amounts to $700,000 net, 
with all taxes and the cut for the 
milk fund taken off, Louis will get 
about $200,000. 

Percentage Privilege. 

Schmeling, too, has a privilege 
of taking a percentage, and if his 
share amounts to more than $150,- 
000 on such a basis, he naturally 
‘will take that and his manager, 
Joe Jacobs, will get some of the 
excess, for Joe is to be left out in 
the cold if Max is able to collect 
only the stipulated guarantee. 

Whatever sum Schmeling gets, 
however, will be subject to the 
German income tax when he re- 
turns home and it is said that is 
just about as severe as in this 
country. . 

On the subject of money which 
boxers earn, Louis’ experience is 
an example of how little they have 
left after the cutting and prun- 
ing process is completed. Joe has 
earned, roughly, $360,000 in the ring 
in the past two years, $300,000 from 
boxing and $60,000 from advertis-

$18,000 in cash, $50,000 in annuities

He also has spent $15,000 on the 
rest of his family and has paid 
Jack Blackburn, his trainer, $1000 
per month. In addition, he has 
had to pay $46,000 income tax and, 
of all things, $24,000 for the mak- 
ing and mailing of autographed 
photographs of himself. 

His managers get one-third of 
his ring earnings and 50 per cent 
of his take on advertising con- 
tracts, so in round figures their 
end has been $130,000 and Joe has 
netted $230,000 for hintself. 

The bout tomorrow should add 
more than $100,000 net to his bank- 
roll, and it is said that he plans 
to buy more annuities immediately, 
and of a different kind, Because 
those he has now call for payment 
beginning when he is 31 years of 
age, and he doesn't like the idea 
of putting money in something 
which requires so long to show a 
return. His handlers have deter- 
mined to buy another kind, which 
will begin payment at once. if 
such are obtainable.

Championships to 
Be Started Today 


DES MOINES, Ia., June 18.— 
Robert Kiphuth, stocky Yale Uni-

United 
States has a “fighting chance” to 
regain the Olympic championship 
from Japan.

Similar Charges Against Seth 
Powell’s Son and Daughter-in- 
law Dismissed.

He said he had told 
relief workers of the money and 
that they assured him he could 
earn up to $16 a month and still 
obtain relief.

similar charge. State . testimony) 


was that the Suttons received $150 
in food orders from June 1 to Nov. 
30, 1934, and that he received an 
additional $414 in pay from the Mis- 
souri Jacific Railroad, where he 
worked from time to time as a 
switchman. Sutton denied false 
pretense, testifying that, although 
he notified the relief office when 
he found work the grocery orders 
continued to be sent him. 


AGAIN---AT MARBLEHEAD NECK 


Carcass Hauled Away From Glou- 
cester Three Times Returns This 
Time Off Exclusive Colony.

MARBLEHEAD, Mass., June 18. 
—A 75-foot dead whale whose re- 
peated visits to the shores of Glou- 
cester last week irked the folk of 
that city, and amused their Mar- 
blehead neighbors, drifted ashore 
off exclusive Marblehead Neck 
today. 

Chairman John G. Stevens, who 
inspected the huge mammal, on its 
arrival, said: “It required no Cor- 
oner’s jury to decide the whale is 
lifeless. It has turned from a black 
to a bright yellow shade and is 
distinctly a novel sight. But I don’t 
think, it will prove any great at- 
traction. How we will get rid of 
it, I have not determined.” 

The whale first drifted ashore at 
Gloucester last week. . The Coast 
Guard towed it out to sea, but next 
morning the tide carried it ashore 
in another part of Gloucester. 
Again the Coast Guard towed it 
away. This time a hardy sports- 
man, deeming it a menace to navi- 
gation, towed it to the Coast 
Guard station. On Sunday the 
Coast Guard hauled it 15 miles off 
shore, rammed it, riddled it with 
machine gun bullets, and left it 
to founder, or be torn apart by 
gulls and fish. 


ALBERT GRAVES WISHON 
DIES AT FRESNO, CAL. 


Native Missourian Active in Elec- 
trification of San Joaquin 
Valley in California.

FRESNO, Cal., June 18.—Albert 
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Graves Wishon, 77 years old, 
founder and former president of ' 
the San Joaquin Light and Power | 
Corporation, died at his home here 
last night after a lingering illness. 
Funeral services will be held Sat- 
urday morning. 

Born in Refle, Mo., he was’in the 
mercantile business in St. James, 
Mo., from 1881 to 1887 after a 
period of residence in St. Louis.

Red Hats to Six Cardinals 


Congregation of Priests, Nuns and Laymen. 


Cheers as Pontiff Is Borne Through 
St. Peter’s Basilica. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, June 18. — Six 
new cardinals received red hats 
from Pope Pius XI today. 

The emblems of the high office 
were conferred in a public  con- 
sistory on four European papal 
nuncios and on two of the Pope’s 
literary friends—Mgrs. Giovanni 


Mercati and Eugenio Tisserant. 
The other four new cardinals are 
Enrico Sibilia, papal nuncio in Vi- 
enna; Francesco Marmaggi, nuncio 
in Warsaw; Luigi Maglioni, nuncio 
in Paris, and Federico Tedeschini, 
nuncio in Madrid. 

Twenty-two cardinals, including 
Dennis Cardinal Dougherty of 
Philadelphia, attended the _ cere- 
monies. | 

Cardinal Mercati was a colleague 
of the then Mgr. Achille Ratti when 
the latter directed the Ambrosian 
Library in Milan. He came to 
Rome when Mgr. Ratti took over 
the Vatican Library. Cardinal Tis- 
serant, a bookloving Frenchman, 
added to Mgr. Ratti’s methods a 
record of bibliographic work at the 
Vatican now completing its thir- 
tieth year. Mgr. Ratti later became 
Pope Piux XI. , 

Pope Enters Main Door. 

The two elderly  appoint&es 
trembled and almost sobbed with 
emotion as six silver trumpets in 
the balconies of St.*Peter’s basilica 
heralded the approach of the Pope. 

The Pontiff entered the main 
door of St. Peter’s on his portable 
throne and proceeded to the main 
altar. 

The applause died down as 12 at- 
tendants in scarlet took the Pope’s 
throne to the chapel of the holy 
sacrament. There the Pope de- 
scended to pray. 

When he was again borne aloft 
and his golden tiara could be seen 
from remote corners of the 
basilica, wave after wave of cheer- 
ing swept the church. The proces- 
sion moved up the center aisle 
flanked by Noble Guards with mus- 
kets. 

Display of Uniforms. 

Thousands of priests, lay broth- 
ers, nuns and civilians crowded the 
huge basilica, and kept up a mur- 
mur of sound as they tried to reach 
favorable positions for the passage 
of the Pope down the great central 
aisle. 

They were checked when neces- 
sary by papal gendarmes, resplen- 
dent in patent leather knee-boots, 


tight white breeches, blue tunics 
and plumed shakos. 

Members of royalty and of the 
diplomatic corps added color to the 
spectacle. Their full dress uniforms, 
studded with medals, caught the 
sparkle of the chandeliers. 

In contrast to the great personal 
display, the ceremonies of elevation 
were simple. 

The Pope received his two oid 
friends near the altar of the Saints 
Processo and Martiniano.* With 
them were the papal nuncios to 
Paris, Madrid, Vienna and Warsaw. 
They were elevated to the sacred 
college last December, but their 
business kept them away from 
Rome during the public consistory 
of that month. 

First the Pope sent a delegation 
of the senior Cardinals to the near- 
»Xy chapel, where the new Cardinals 
had sworn allegiance to the sacred 
college and had them brought be- 
fore his throne in order of seniority. 

Each of the six bowed three 
times, knelt and kissed the Pope’s 
foot and hand. In return, Pope 
Pius rose and embraced them. 

The new Cardinals then circled 
the assembled sacred college and 
embraced each senior colleague in 
turn, starting with Pignatelli di 
Belmonte, the dean. ‘ 

Conferring of Hats. 

» Then came the actual conferring 
of.the red hats. Each of the new 
Cardinals approached and knelt be- 
fore the pontiff. To each one Pope 
Pius held out the red hat and 
charged him to “receive the red hat 
... to the glory of Almighty God. 
.. . for the exaltation of the holy 
faith ... the peace and tranquility 
of the Christian people.” 

A te deum was sung by the Sis- 
tine choir. As its strains died down 
the Pope rose and imparted his 
apostolic benediction on Cardinals 
and the congregation. 

His portable throne was brought 
forward, attendants bearing ostrich 
plumes to fan the Pope during the 
recessional. 

The Pope’s tiara was again seen 
above the heads of people now 
standing on tiptoe in their pews. 
Roars from the crowd mingled with 
the strains of the triumphal march 
sounded by the trumpets. Pope Pius 
retired, imparting his blessings 
right and left. 

The six new Cardinals later went 
to the consistory hall. There Pope 
Pius placed his fingers over the 
mouth of each, signifying they 
must never divulge church secrets. 


HITLER CONSOLIDATES POLICE 
AND MAKES HIMMLER HEAD 


High Judge of 1934 Blood Purge 

Becomes One of Real Powers 

in Nazi State. 

BERLIN, June 18.—A sudden con- 
solidation of all German police last 
night put Heinrich Himmler, High 
Judge of the 1934 blood purge, into 
one of the most powerful positions 
in the Nazi state. 

The 35-year-old Chief of Political 
and Secret Police, was made head 
of the new Federal organization 
which embraces his own Gestapo. 
The move was taken as indicating 
a further step in Fuehrer Hitler’s 
reorganization of the Government. 
It is understood that Gen. Her- 
man Goering’s Prussian Secret Po- 
lice will now also be under Himm- 
ler command. : 

Himmler remains as supreme ocm- 
mander of the Schutzstaffel, the 
special Black Shirt Guardsmen who 
carried out the blood purge orders. 

On that day of violence—June 30, 
1934—he was one of the judges who 
condemned disloyal Storm Troop- 
ers and others to death. 

Himmler, after serving «as 
standard-bearer in a Bavarian

War, attached himself to Hitler and 
held a minor post in the Bavarian 
War Ministry during the Hitler- 
Ludendorf beer cellar putsch in Mu- 
nich in 1923.

DR. ECKENER TO COMMAND 
HINDENBURG ON TRIP TO U. S. 


German Airship to Leave Tomor- 
row Night on Third Flight to 
Lakehurst.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
June 18.—When the Zeppelin Hin- 
denburg leaves tomorrow night on 
its third flight to the United States, 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, veteran dirigible 
will be in full charge. 

His assignment is at the special 
request of the Air Ministry, made, 
it was saia, to appease public opin- 
ion in the United States at Dr. 
Eckener’s previous treatment by 
the Nazi Propaganda Department. 

Gen. Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
Minister of Aviation, apparently 
has succeeded in restoring peace 
between Dr. Eckener and the Prop- 
aganda Department which, it was 
recalled, attempted to ostracize him 
for alleged noncompliance with

The exact route to be followed by 


the Hindenburg after it takes off 


at 8 p. m. is to be determined by 
weather conditions. Capt. Ernst 
Lehmann, who commanded the Hin- 
denburg on its first two flights to 
Lakehurst, will not be aboard this 
time. 

Dr. Eckener.plans to start the 
Hindenburg home from Lakehurst 
Tuesday. 


PILGRIMS GATHER IN INDIA 
TO BATHE DURING ECLIPSE 


Nearly.a Million Assemble at Kruk- 
shetra Seeking Absolution 
From Sins. 

By the Associated Press. 

KRUKSHETRA, Punjab, India, 
June 18.—Nearly a million pilgrims 
gathered here today on the eve of 
the solar eclipse to bathe in sacred 
waters and gain absolution from 
their sins. By bathing at the time 
of the eclipse, they believe absolu- 
tion becomes much more certain. 

“It is our life’s privilege to bathe 
in this abode. of God on such an 
auspicious day that even the sun 
hides its face,” one of them de- 
clared. 

Fakirs, holy men and beggars 
reaped a rich harvest. For two 
cents, a pilgrim could obtain a holy 
man’s blessing for future wealth. 
For 5 cents childless women were 
promised they might have a fam- 
ily. 

The Government seized the op- 
portunity afforded by the pilgrim- 
age to appoint doctors,to inoculate 
each of the pilgrims with anti- 
cholera serum, 

Special camps have been erected 
for the beggars, holy men, and 
fakirs, estimated to number 25,000. 
Three thousand Boy Scouts were 
enrolled to assist the police. Seven- 
teen hundred shops have been built 
to care for the needs of the multi- 
tude. 

One pilgrim was killed when an 
elephant became frightened at an 
American visitor’s camera and 
bolted down a street. 


GENEVA LABOR CONFERENCE 
VOTING ON 40-HOUR WEEK 


Proposal Rejected for Textile In- 
dustry, Accepted for Two Others 
on First Reading. 
GENEVA, June 18.—The Interna- 
tional Labor Conference rejected 
the 40-hour week in the textile in- 
dustries by a vote of 42 to 54 today. 
The vote means there must be an- 
other consideration of the proposal 

in 1937. 

The conference accepted the 40- 
hour week for public works and 
for building and civil engineering 
in a first reading of the proposals. 
Passage on second reading is doubt- 
ful since at that time a two-thirds 
majority is required and the votes 
today on the latter proposals were 
67 to 40 and 64 to 39 respectively 
These majorities, it was suggested, 
might be cut down. P

LONE OF SUN'S ECLIPSE 


Little Prospect of Improved 
Weather for Scientists Be- 
fore Totality Tonight. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, June 18.—Gloomy news 


of rain and clouds came today from 
waiting scientists over practically 
all the Soviet Russian zone of solar 
eclipse totality. The reports said 
there was little prospect of im- 
proved weather conditions before 
the eclipse begins, early tomorrow. 

‘Advices from Akbulak, where a 
Harvard-Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology expedition was making 
last minute preparations to view 
the eclipse, said that rain which 
had fallen for two days stopped 


this morning, but that heavy clouds. 


covered the sky. 

At Kustanai, National Geograph- 
ic Society and Georgetown Univer- 
sity observers likewise were handi- 
capped by the weather. Radio time 
signals were coming in regularly, 
however, from the Arlington Naval 
Observatory. 


Two Soviet planes arrived at 
Krasnoyarsk equipped with special 
cameras to photograph the corona 
from a height of six or seven thou- 
sand meters (around 20,000 feet.) 


In a test flight one of the planes 
reached an altitude of 5000 meters 
(16,400 feet) and remained there 15 
minutes. Ice formed on the wings 
but the plane’s instruments func- 
tioned well, the aviators reported. 
Soviet scientists were convinced the 
airmen could successfully observe 
the eclipse from above the clouds 
tomorrow. 


Five other planes were sent to 
Belorechensakaya on the Black Sea 
and will be placed at the disposal 
of foreign as well as Soviet observ- 
ers, in case the weather prevents 
ground observations.’ 

Soviet radio stations began a five- 
day period of broadcasting tests 
yesterday to ascertain the effect of 
the solar eclipse on short wave 
transmission. 


The tests will be most intensive 
during the eclipse and in order to 
note whether there is a weakening 
of reception. Stations throughout 
the country are participating. 


Totality will begin at 4:23 
a. m. tomorrow (9:23 o’clock to- 
night United States Eastern stand- 
ard time). The zone of totality 
extends cross Soviet Russia 
from the Black Sea to the Sea 
of Japan, whence it stretches 
over the Northern part of 
the Japanese Islands of Hokkaido. 
It begins in the Mediterranean and 
traverses part of Greece before 
reaching Russia. Across this path 
the moon’s shadow will travel at a 
speed of 984 yards a second. 


Since the last total eclipse seen 
in Russia, in 1887, threw many 
peasants into severe fright, the 
Government sent instructors out 
months ago to explain the phenom- 
enon to the people. Motion pictures 
ridiculing the terror of 1887 also 
were shown in hundreds of villages. 


Geographic Society to Broadcast 
Observations to U. S.

— The 
National Geographic Society an- 
nounced today that results of ob- 
servations in Russia of the sun’s 


eclipse will be radioed to the 
United States tomorrow afternoon. 

(St. Louis 
time) a report will be heard from 
the joint expedition of Harvard 
University and Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology stationed at 
Ak Bulak, U. S. S. R. From 12:45 
to 2 p. m. members of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society-George- 
town University expedition will re- 
port from Kustanai,

KNOX SAYS HE PROPOSED

Tells of Conference of Candidates 
Night Before Nomination 
by Convention. 

CHICAGO, June 18.—Col. Frank 
Knox, Republican vice-presidential 
nominee, gave the Union League 
Club an inside story today on how 
the “Stop Lanaon” movement 
stopped itself behind the scenes of 
the party’s national convention. 

Knox said all of Gov. Landon’s 
leading opponents decided to with- 
draw in a conference late Wednes- 
day night, June 10. 

“Senator Vandenberg and my- 
self, along with Representatives of 
former President Hoover and Sen- 
ator (Lester J.) Dickinson took 
part,” the Colonel told the club. 

“Senator Vandenberg spoke for 
Senator Borah. We had a suspi- 
cion it might be possible to mar- 
shal enough votes to prevent an 
early nomination (of Gov Landon). 


“I proposed this question. Even 
if we had the votes, had we the 


right to carry out this plan? Our 
position unanimously was that we 
did not have the right, that this 
nomination was coming right from 
the grass roots, from the people 
themselves, rather than from the 
delegates. 

“We agreed we owed it to the 
country and to the party to with- 
draw. So it was planned that night 
that Vandenberg, Dickinson and 
myself would appear before’ the 
convention and second Gov. Lan- 
don’s nomination, making possible 
a unanimous action.” 


Alien Bill Sent to White House. 

WASHINGTON, June 18. — Leg- 
islation to remove an obstacle from 
the pathway of aliens seeking 
American citizenship was passed 
today by the Senate and sent to 
the White House. It provided that 
trips abroad under contract with 
the United States Government or 
in private activities to stimulate 
American export trade shall not 
be counted as non-residence. Five 
years’ continuous residence is re- 
quired. 


STORE CLERKS, OTHERS 
STRIKE IN BARCELONA 


Brick Factory and Company 
Hospital on Outskirts of City 
Are Bombed. 


By the Associated rress. 

MADRID, Spain, June 18.—De- 
partment store and shop workers 
in Barcelona, city and province, 
struck today for higher wages, 
Butcher shops and fish market em- 
ployes also walked out. Printing 
shops shut down after job press- 
men’s demands for more pay and 
shorter hours were refused. 

A brick factory and company hos- 
pital on the outskirts of Barcelona 
were bombed. 

A general strike tied up the city 
of Cadiz, the workers quitting in 
sympathy with striking fishermen. 
Gov. Mariano Zapico declared the 
strike illegal and arrested Syndi- 
calist, Socialist and Communist 
leaders. Their headquarters were 
closed and troops guarded publie 
buildings. No newspapers ap 
peared. Similar strikes were de 
clared in several other towns in the 
Province, 

Fifteen hundred miners at the 
Rio Tinto workings, in Huelva 
Province, remained underground. 
They stayed in the galleries and 
refused to come out until their de- 
mands for higher pay and steady 
work were granted. Heavy forces 
of guards patrolled the mine en- 
trance, 

Passengers on the steamer Ciu- 
dad de Valencia for a cruise to the 
Canary Islands were forced to de 
bark when the crew struck for back 
pay. 

The office of a water works com- 
pany at Seville was raided by 500 
employes whose demands for more 
pay had been refused. Civil guards 
were dispatched to head off several 
hundred more workers called to the 
scene by their companions. 

Construction workers and tailors, 
cutters and fitters in Madrid con- 
tinued their strike, but without dis- 
order. 

Asturian miners, with 50,000 mem- 
bers, won a tentative agreement for 
wage increases and a bonus. 

Civil guards were mobilized here 
to put down disorders in Alcala de 
Henares prison, as looting and burn- 
ing broke inside its walls. One 
prisoner was wounded by the 
guards during the riots. Four 
guards suffered injuries. The con- 
victs began their protest against 
confinement of several of their 
companions in underground cells 


for infractions of prison rules.

A MAJOR SCANDAL. 

What is going on in Louisiana? 

In a letter signed by nine of the 23 grand jurors 
who returned indictments for income tax fraud 
against friendd of the late Huey Long, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cummings is severely criticised for permitting 
the cases to be dropped. 

Replying to a statement of District Attorney Vi- 
osca that the cases were too weak to be tried and

leans since the conviction of State Representative 
Joseph Fisher on income tax charges, the jurors 
readily agreed that there is a “changed atmosphere” 
in official circles. However, said they: 


If the evidence revealed in the grand jury 
room ... was sufficient to indict, then we fail 
to understand under what proper theory con- 
sistent with the integrity and sacredness of 
the proper administration of justice how this 
identical evidence has now become so weakened 
as to warrant the dismissal of criminal charges. 


As to that “changed atmosphere”: The feud be- 
tween Huey Long’s machine and the administration 
expired when the Senator was assassinated. His for- 
mer followers, eager for the patronage that had 
been denied them, were ready to call it quits. The 
administration, in turn, facing a national election, 
was of like mind. Hence anti-Long officeholders in 
Louisiana are being replaced with leaders of the 
Long machine. Hence the harmonious meeting of 
President Roosevelt and Long leaders at the Texas 
Centennial Exposition. 

But the income tax cases inject a very serious 
aspect into the situation. It is all right for po- 
litical enemies to make up; but it is decidedly not 
all right for the rapprochement to be consummated 
at the expense of justice. 

The turn of events in Louisiana gives rise to one 
of two conclusions: Either the prosecutions were be- 
gun without sufficient grounds as a means of repris- 
al against Long’s anti-Roosevelt activities, or they 
were bona fide cases which were dropped as part of 
a political bargain. : 

In either case, we have a scandal of major pro- 
portions. 

The persons to be called to account are the At- 
torney-General, Postmaster-General Farley—the ad-

ANOTHER REGISTRATION FARCE. 

That costly and time-wasting performance known 
as an intermediate registration of voters again is 
being conducted in St. Louis today. For the alleged 
benefit of the comparative handful of new voters 
and those who have changed addresses since the last 
registration, the 669 polling places have been opened, 
clerks have been hired and other expenses incurred. 
The bill for this performance will be around $60,000. 
Per registrant, it may run as low as 71 cents, the 
minimum figure, set in June, 1932, or as high as

HAVE always been and still am today of 

the opinion that the question, “Is it pos- 

sible to transport passengers, mail and 
valuable cargo in one-third the time now re- 
quired, safely and comfortably over the 
oceans at reasonable cost?” is one of the 
greatest importance and significance for the 
development of world traffic and for the 
promotion of modern culture. I have made 
the answering of this question practically my 
life’s task. 

[ approached the airship problem from the 
first in a thoroughly objective manner and 
with a critical mind. I did not come to be 
the proponent of the airship because I hap- 
pened to be appointed a director of the 
Zeppelin works. The contrary is the case; 
I did not declare myself prepared to accept 
the responsibilities of being a director of 
the Zeppelin company until I had recognized 
clearly the possibilities of development inher- 
ent to the airship. 

Count Ferdinand von Zeppelin, whose life 
work I have the honor to continue, had the 
vision of world traffic with airships. He 
considered the airship an ideal means of 
communication among the peoples of t 
world, whici: was designed and destined to 
promote friendly co-operation. I have 
always held to this goal. 

I have no intention of pleading only for 
German airships and a service by German 
airships. On the contrary, I am convinced 
that such world traffic by airships can be 
accomplished only by international friendly 
co-operation—or not at all. It is an impor- 
tant characteristic of airships, traveling over 
the lands and seas to far distant countries, 
that they can bring about a realization of 
modern ideals of international co-operation, 
destined to enrich human life. 

- - ™ 

Rarely from the beginning on has so much 
ink been spilled over a technical invention 
as there was over the rigid airship. Today 
we can look back upon 35 years of embit- 
tered controversy, and still there is no peace. 
During this time, friends end foes, frequently 
with little expert knowledge but grossly ex- 
aggerating, put forth arguments for the 
good and for the bad. ; 

I am of the opinion that the airship is 
capable of coping with all weather condi- 
tions. However, I would not like to infer 
by this statement that an airship is capable 


atmosphere is small. In a storm over land, 
air movements following the contours of 
the ground of course carry with them great 
turbulences of the atmosphere, which cause 
the airship to pitch more or less heavily. The 
effect is comparable to the action of a sur- 
face vessel in a high swell. 

I express the firm conviction, after our 
careful study and the experience we have 
gained so far, that an airship service over 
the North Atlantic can be opcrated with the 
same safety and regularity as the service we 
have now been operating for a period of four 
years to South America. 

The Graf Zeppelin on its trips to South 
America is enjoying an ever-increasing popu- 
larity; the increased confidence of the public 
is proved by the fact that on our voyazes to 
South America this year, the accommoda- 
tions are constantly sold out, whereas in the 
beginning of our service, only a few paying 
passengers could be found. All passengers 
praise the comfort of the accommodations, 
the smooth and agreeable operation of the 
airship, the food and thé service.

I am, of course, aware of the Opinicn ex- 
pressed by many critics of airships that in 
the very near future tHe ea!rplane will be 
able to take over the mail, and pro »eably also 
the passenger service across the oceans. In 
the opinion of these critics, it would, there- 
fore, be useless to construct enensive alr- 
ships and airship terminals, which would be 
obsolete in a short period of time. I have 
been hearing this tune for the last 30 years. 
It has always been said: “In two years, we 
will do the same with the airplane much 
more cheaply and much faster.” 

In spite of this, the airship has succeeded 
in remaining alive. Today it has inherent 
possibilities of development, after having 
been neglected too long—possibilities of de- 
velopment which perhaps, relatively speak- 
ing. are still greater than the possibilities of 
further improving the already highly devel- 
oped modern airplane. It is for this reason 
tuat the old tune has changed lately a bit.

GOVERNMENT CLOSES 
IN RAIL PENSION SUIT 


Test Case Expected to- Be 
Taken Under Advisement 
By Justice Bailey. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 18. — The 
Government completed its defense 
of the 1935 railroad retirement 
legislation today against a District 
of Columbia Supreme Court in- 


| junction suit brought by Class 1 


railways and allied enterprises. 


Justice Jennings Bailey is expected 
to take the case under advise- 
ment. 

Walter Pollak, special assistant 
to the Attorney-General, dug into 
constitutional history to reply to 
the railways’ contention that the 
Retirement Act and its companion 
tax law are “the two halves of a 
single legislative scheme.” 

“The Supreme Court,” 
“has never yet lumped 
two statutes for the purpose of de- 
claring both of them unconstitu- 
tional.” 

He denied that the 3% per cent 
tax, imposed on both wages and 
railway payrolls, violates the due 
process clause of the Constitution. 
Declaring that “it is a fair and 
reasonable levy,” Pollak said that 
“no Federal tax has ever been suc- 
cessfully attacked with the argu- 
ments presented by the plaintiffs 
in this case.” 

Charles M. Hay of St. Louis, as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General, 
summed up for the Government 
yesterday. 

Hay argued the Federal railroad 
retirement system was a “plan to 
open the door of opportunity to a 
million railway workers.” If em- 
ployes are pensioned at 65, he said, 
younger workers will have their 
first chance for advancement in 20 
years. 

“The railroads are afflicted with 
the most deadly disease that can 
strike any industry,” he said. “Its 
men are coming down the ladder 
of promotion, not going up. Ambi- 
tion and initiative cannot live un- 
der such conditions.” 

He defended the action of Con- 
gress in enacting the 1935 law a 
few weeks after a similar act of 
1934 was declared unconstitutional. 
“Congress was seeking a constitu- 
tional method to accomplish a wise 
and necessary public purpose,” he 
said. “The whole social order is 
in danger when the' Government 
cannot find the power to meet 
pressing social and economic needs.” 

J. Granville Curry, for the rail- 
roads, argued that the pension and 
tax laws formed a retirement sys- 
tem “virtually identical: with the 
invalidated 1934 plan.” 


GUARDS ON 24-HOUR WATCH 
AGAINST SEIZURE OF CHURCH 


Bell Alarm System Also Devised by 
New Jersey Pastor, Who Re- 
fuses to Vacate Pulpit. 

By the Associated Press. 

COLLINGSWOOD, N. J., June 
18.—Volunteer guards were posted 
and a church bell alarm system de- 
vised yesterday by the Rev. Carl 
McIntire for the Collingswood 
Presbyterian Church to oppose any 
effort of the West Jersey Presby- 
tery to take possession of the prop- 
erty. 

The congregation voted to secede 
from the Presbyterian Church in 
the U. S. A.

|picnics is found in “Notes and 
Queries.” It states as follows: 
“This season (1802), says the An- 
‘nual Register, has been marked by 
a new species of entertainment, 
common to the fashionable world, 
called’ a pic-nic supper. It consists 
of a variety of dishes. The sub- 
scribers to the entertainment have 
a bill of fare presented to them, 
with a number against each dish. 
The lot which he draws obliges him 
to furnish the dish marked against 
it; which he either takes with him 
in a carriage or sends by a servant. 
The proper variety is preserved by 
the taste of the maitre-d’hotel, 
who forms the bill of fare.” 
Planning the Picnic. 


Perhaps the first step to follow 
in planning a picnic is to get a 
really suitable hamper or basket 
into which the food will be packed. 
Half the trouble of a picnic lies in 
packing the breakables so they will 
not rattle and chip, and the food 
which is put in among the plates 
and cups always emerges much the 
worse for the experience. The ham- 
per, therefore, should be fitted with 
'plates, knives, forks and spoons, 
cups and giasses, all fastened in so 
| tightly that they cannot slip, and 
| go compactly that there is room for 
| the luncheon as well. 
| In preparing the picnic lunch, lay 
| out first what would be needed to 
| spread the informal table. Be sure 
‘you have sufficient plates, tum- 
blers, cups, knives, forks, spoons, 
paper napkins, table cloth and salt 
and pepper shakers. 


If you prefer a hot beverage such 
as coffee, this may be prepared in 
advance and placed in a thermos 
bottle or jug. 


For those who like cold drinks, 
lemonade, iced tea or bottled beer 
may be provided. A good-sized 
piece of ice in a covered tin pail or 
bucket will enable you to serve 
these beverages coli. 

Every housewife knows best what 
the members of her family enjoy 
eating on a picnic, but to be prac- 
tical about the amount she pre- 
pares, the following calculations 
may prove helpful: 

Serving Chart. 

One quart of salad will serve six 
persons. 

One four-pound chicken will yield 
about three cups diced meat. 

One-half pound coffee and four 
quarts of boiling water will make 
enough of the beverage to serve 
'16 people. 

One and one-half dozen lemons 
will make enough lemonade to 
‘serve 20 to 25 persons, depending 
largely on the size and juiciness of 
the fruit. 

One pound of cold boiled ham 
will serve six to eight persons and 
one pound of meat loaf will provide 
| for the same number. 

Two-thirds cup creamed butter 
will spread both sides of 24 sand- 
wiches. One pint of sandwich fill- 
ing will fill 24 sandwiches. 

Those who insist on serving hot 
dishes on a picnic may delight in 
preparing scalloped potatoes. To 
prepare scalloped potatoes for a pic- 
nic, bake them in a glass casserole. 
Plan so the potatoes will be done 
just before you are ready to leave. 
Immediately upon removing the po- 
tatoes from the oven, wrap the 
casserole and its contents in layers 
of wrapping paper. Hours later 
you will be able to serve them 
still piping hot. 

If your picnic isn’t perfect with- | 
out baked beans, you will be inter- | 
ested in the following method of | 
preparing them: 

Baked Beans 
(With Sherry Wine.) 

Prepare baked beans in your fa- 
vorite manner and during the last 
hour of baking add one cup do- 
mestic sherry wine for each pound 
of beans used. Unless you are par- 
ticularly fond of salt pork or ba- 
con with baked beans, I would sug- 
gest you try them prepared with | 
small piece of raw smoked ham 
added to the beans in the begin- | 
ning of the baking period. This is 
especially good when wine is used. | 
| To serve the baked beans hot, | 
simply follow the same directions | 
as already given for the scalloped 
potatoes. |

‘for their outdoor meal. Potato 
salad makes an ideal dish to round 
out the picnic meal. The follow- 
ing recipe combines frankfurters 
and chili sauce in the potato salad | 
to make a royal taste treat.

_licious beyond words. Economical, 
too, and easy to prepare.

Berry and small fruit tarts are 
most successful at this time of year sain 
but most housewives refuse to con- 
sider them because cooking brings 
out all the juicy qualities.

TOMATOES ARE RICH 
IN FOOD VALUES 


| They Contain Seven Important 


Nutrients and Lend Va- 
riety to Any Meal. 


Tomatoes, rich in four vitamins 
and three of the minerals, have 
been accorded a high place in cor- 
rect diet. Their rich, natural red 
color—most appealing of all colors 
in food schemes—adds to their pop- 
ularity with the result that this 
vegetable is considered almost in- 
dispensable the year round in as 
much as they lose little, if any in 
processing for preservation. 

Homemakers are rapidly lining 
up behind the lead set by tearooms 
and cafeterias in utilization of to- 
matoes to “dress -p” a meal and at 
the same time get full food value. 

By virtue of its form, size and 
texture, no fruit or vegetable lends 
itself as readily to a great variety. 
of arrangements, either in individ- 
ual servings or ina large dish to be 
served at the table. Tomatoes, in 
one form or another, are suitable 
food for any meal of the day. To 
the immense satisfaction of the 
housewife many tomato dishes may 
be prepared with exceedingly little 
labor. 

Concerning food values of toma- 
toes it has been the discovery of 
scientists that they contain seven of 
the essential nutrients that are 
most likely to be ‘acking. These 
nutrients for which tomatoes are 
especially valued are calcium 
(lime), phosporous, and iron and 
vitamins A, B, C and G. Nor does 
canning impair their vitamin A 
content. 

To emphasize the importance 
placed on tomatoes in the diet, it 
was pointed out that the Texas 
Home Economics Extension Service 
recommends that the supply of 
home canned vegetables for a fam- 
ily of five contain 125 quarts of to- 
matoes. 

Numerous new tomato recipes are 
being introduced this year, seven of 
which are recommended as “some- 
thing different to fix.” 

Tomato Cocktail. 

One quart tomatoes, canned or 
fresh. 

Two stalks celery, chopped. 

One-half green pepper, chopped. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons tomato catsup. 

One teaspoon onion pulp. 

One teaspoon horseradish. 

Boil the tomatoes, celery, pepper 
and salt for about five minutes, 
and rub through a sieve that is fine 
enough to keep back the seeds. To 
the tomato juice and pulp, add the 
catsup, onion and horseradish. (A 
little lemon juice is a good addition 
if the tomatoes are not very acid). 
Stir the mixture well, and put in 
a cold place to chill. Beat before 
serving and pour into small glasses. 
Finely chopped parsley sprinkled on 
top adds attractiveness. Thinly 
sliced cucumber may be used in 


| place of the parsley. 


Tomato Jelly Salad. 
Three tablespoons gelatin.

If the 
mixture is not tart enough, add a 
little lemon juice or vinegar. Pour 
into wet custard cups and place in 
a cold place until set, turn out on 
crisp lettuce leaves, and serve with 
salad dressing.

Minnesota Trainer, Here 
Sell Animals, Lets Them 
Wander About Park. 


Ten Northern otter, a rare spe- 
cies which has never been repre- 
sented in the St. Louis Zoo, were 
permitted by their trainer and 
owner, E. E. Liers of Homer, Minn., 
to wander around freely in Forest 
Park for several hours yesterday 
afternoon in order that Zoo author- 
ities might look at them. 

The sleek; brown animals, rang- 
ing in age from three months to 
two years, were released by Liers 
from crates in the back of his se- 
dan and dived - promptly 
Post-Dispatch Lake. They 
out of the water when  Liers 
whistled and called, and never 
roamed out of his sight, although 
they might easily have done so

They followed Liers 
like a pack of hounds when he 
walked up a hill, but on their re- 
turn ran ahead of him without in- 
struction and plunged into the lake 
again. 

There are estimated to be about 
2000 of the Northern otter in the 
United States, although they were 
once abundant, Liers told reporters. | 
In captivity their feeding is diffi- 
cult, but their housing extremely 
easy, according to Liers. The loca! 
Zoo has specimens of the Florida 
otter, smaller than the Northern 
otter, which weigh an average of 
35 pounds when mature. 

Training the otter is principally 
a matter of long association and | 
handling, Liers said. In spite of 
the fact they had ridden in the 
automobile crates from Minnesota 
to New York and West again to 
St. Louis, they scrambled up to. 
any car when they heard the door 
open or the motor start.

CHAPTER TWO. 


N November of 1912 John Landon and 
| nis son, Alf, sat in the Landon front 

room in their Independence (Kan.) 
home, going over the detailed figures of 
the election. 

“Well,” said John Landon, “we licked 
"em, even if Teddy didn’t get in. We got 
pretty near 43,000 more votes than the 
die-hards right here in Kansas.” 

Alf nodded his head and went on with 
the figures. 

“I'd like to see Sam Fitzpatrick’s face 
this morning,” the elder Landon went on. 
Fitzpatrick had been regarded as polit- 
ical dictator of Independence and Mont- 
gomery County. Fitzpatrick hated Teddy 
Roosevelt, and young Alf Landon, as 
leader of the Bull Moosers of the county, 
had just given the Fitzpatrick forces an 
unmistakable drubbing. 

Alf looked up and grinned. 

“That gives me pretty near as big a 
kick as anything that happened yester- 
day,” he said. “Taking Fitz to a trim- 
min’. We've got an organization, 
now, and I guess maybe we've learned a 
few things about politics.” 

Everybody involved in that campaign 
had learned something. But, with the 
heat of the fight dying down, Alf Lan- 
don went back to business. Beating Sam 
Fitzpatrick might be fun-and might be 
satisfying to a young fellow’s ego, but it 
didn’t butter any bread. He had a lease 
over in the west end of the county, and 
if he expectde to make anything out of 
it he’d better get his rig over there and 
start drilling. He told his fellow Pro- 
gressives to keep their eyes open—he 
was their acknowledged leader in the 
county—and he pulled on his boots and 
overalls and got ready to “spud in” on 


.that new lease. 


He was doing well enough by 1915 to 
ask Margaret Fleming, the Pennsylvania 
girl he had met at Chautauqua Lake to 
marry him. And he set up his own house- 
hold in Independence, Kan. 

His wife’s sudden death early in 1918, 
however, was a jolt that hit him hard. 
He enlisted, after turning his oil proper- 
ties over to his father, and tried to find 
a new pattern of life in the service. But 
the Armistice soon ended that adventure, 
and he went back home to Kansas, to 
the flint hills and the rolling plains and 
the cottonwood-lined streams to hunt and 
fish and think. 

He didn’t want public office for him- 
self. But he did like meeting people. 
And he had abilities as an organizer. 
The Progressives had been won back into 
the party fold and most of his old friends 
were in the thick of it. He joined them. 


There wasn’t much doing until 1920. 
His old friend, Henry Allen, was Gover- 
nor, and he went up to Topeka to talk 
with him, and he went to Emporia to 
talk with William Allen White. He put 
in a lot.of time getting acquainted out- 
side the boundaries of his own county, 
and he began to learn State politics. He 
did his part in the 1920 campaign to re- 
elect Gov. Allen. 

Then came 1922, when Gov. Allen was 
nearing the end of his second term. Two 
terms are the traditional limit for Kan- 
sas Governors. Partly in appreciation 
for the work he had done and partly to 
further his political education, the Gov- 
ernor called in Alf Landon to be his pri- 
vate secretary for a while. Alf Landon 
had a desk in the State House just 10 
years after Henry Allen had said, “We'll 
have to bring that youngster up here to 
Topeka one of these days.” 

Nineteen hundred and twenty-four ap- 
proached. Alf Landon had gone back to 
his oil business, still considering politics 
as a sideline, a hobby, a chance to meet 
folks and talk to them. 

Then the Ku Klux Klan, which had 
come out of Indiana in the early 1920s 
with a strange, fanatic allure, began to 
show up in politics. 

The Klan traded on bigotry and hatred, 
and Alf Landon didn’t like it any more 
than he liked bigotry. William Allen 
White had been hammering away at pil- 
lowcases and bed sheets and fiery crosses, 
and he and Landon often talked about 
the situation. When it finally became 
apparent that neither of the major par- 
ties was going to be forced into taking 
an outright stand against the Klan in 
politics, a council of war was held. Alf 
Landon sat in on it. It decided to back 
Editor White for Governor on a straight 
anti-Klan ticket. It was to be a crusade 
against bitgotry, and very little else. 


The campaign was fought, without 
much hope of victory. But Alf Landon 
went up and down the prairie roads of 
Kansas as a good many others did, and 
pointed out in blunt words that the Kian 
was a menace and it ought to be wiped 
out of American politics now and forever. 

They lost the campaign, but they won 
the crusade. 

Talking it over after the returns were 
all in, White said, “I guess the third 
party idea is no go, Alf.” 

“I still don’t think we lost,” Alf insisted. 

“Look at the figures.” White pointed 
to them: Paulen, 323,404; Davis, 182,861; 
White, 149,811. 

“I still insist,” said Alf doggedly, “that 
we didn’t lose, even if we didn’t win. 
Nobody's going to give in to the Klan 
demands when we got 150,000 votes on a 
platform that came out flat-footed 
against everything the Klan stands for. 
Even if they didn’t have the nerve to 
come out the way we did, now they'll 
have the guts to say ‘No.’” 


Last Desertion 
Of Regulars 


HAT was the last time Alf Landon 
T deserted the regulars in his party, and 
he did it both times for a principle. 
He was back in harness for the cam- 
paign of 1926, with a State-wide reputa- 
tion fof being a “square shooter” who 
spoke out and stuck to his principles. He 
had a following that made politicians 
“in the know” respect his judgments. 


By 1928 he had been chosen chairman 
of the Republican State Executive Com- 
mittee. Clyde M. Reed, a brilliant man, 
was the Republican candidate for Gover- 
nor. Offhand, the campaign looked like 
an easy job. It was a boom year. Her- 
bert Hoover was the candidate for Presi- 
dent, and Al Smith had a little too much 
of “The Sidewalks of New York” about 
him to woo the Kansas vote. 

A politician would have said, look at 
what Kansas did in 1924. There it was:

Coolidge, 407,671; Davis, 156,319; La Fol- 
lette, 98,461. More than a three-to-one 
margin. But Alf Landon wasn’t so san- 
guine. He’d been out pounding the 
prairie roads, talking to the farmers, 
listening to the forums in country stores. 

Prosperity in the East hadn’t really 
percolated through to the plains coun- 
try. The price of wheat was down. Crops 
weren't good. Beef prices were low. Oil 
wasn't bringing so much. There was, 
definitely, a farm problem. Even Coo- 
lidge had recognized it. Anybody run- 
ning for President on the sole strength 
of the boom in the East wouldn’t pull 
any three-to-one victory out of Kansas 
this year. And any candidate running 
for Governor with the idea of being swept 
in on, the presidential vote didn’t have 
much of an eye to local issues. 


Not Lulled to Sleep 
By Overconfidence 


LF LANDON knew this as well as 
A tie next man. He knew it better 

than most of the State politicians. 
And he climbed into his car again and 
went bumping across the hills, talking 
to farmers and filling station men, to 
stockmen and to oilmen, giving aid and 
encouragement to county chairmen. He 
didn’t lead a spectacular campaign, but 
it was an effective one. He put Clyde 
Reed across. r 

There was a breathing spell after that. 
But it didn’t last. Alf Landon didn’t ex- 
pect it to last. He had learned by now 
that there are few breathing spells in 
politics, and no real vacations. Nineteen 
hundred and twenty-nine was just around 
the corner. You don’t have to be a his- 
torian to recall what happened in 1929, 
not only in Wall Street, but all over the 
country. 

The crash of 1929, however, wasn't the 
only worry Alf Landon had. Clyde Reed, 
brilliant though he was, succeeded even 
before the crash in alienating much of 
the support he had. It wasn’t merely out- 
spokenness that caused the breaks. Kan- 
sans, and particularly Kansas Republic- 
ans, had met frank talk before—frank 
talk from Alf Landon. It was political 
ineptness, if you will. Many of the in- 
ner circle say now that it was Reed’s 
eagerness for credit for things accom- 
plished with the help of others who 
should have shared in what glory there 
was. In any case, Reed lost the support 
of his own leaders, and was refused the 
renomination that was traditionally his. 
Frank Haucke got it, and not even Alf 
Landon could talk a great many Kansas 
Republicans out of looking with favor 
across the fence into the Democratic pas- 
ture, where Harry Woodring was being 
sleeked up for the race. They 
Haucke was all right, but-—— 

And at last, just to make the flowing 
bowl of political misfortune overflow 
completely, Doc Brinkley appeared on 
the Kansas horizon. . 

“Doc” Brinkley was a vender of patent 
medicines. When the singular situation 
of Haucke vs. Woodring arose in Kansas 
politics in 1930, the venerable “Doc” 
looked over his shelves and took down 
a few figurative bottles, from which he 
filled a few figurative jars. Then he 
went on the road with a new collection 
of panaceas. This time he had political 
cure-alls to purvey to the public. 

Radio had come in shortly before the 
depression.. There were quite a few re- 
ceiving sets scattered about the country, 
a considerable number, the “Doc” saw. 
And nobody seemed to be doing anything 
with them except listen to music and 
rather dull advertisements. Brinkley got 
a broadcasting station and began to 
bombard the ether, and the politicians 
quit laughing. 

Brinkley didn’t win the election, by a 
good many thousand votes. But he took 
enough votes away from the Republicans 
and Democrats both to worry them. And 
Harry Woodring was elected Governor. 


said. 


That campaign, disastrous from any 
viewpoint a Kansas Republican chose to 
take, was generally conceded to have 
finished Alf Landon politically. He had 
put across Clyde Reed. Reed had served 
an unsuccessful term, so unsuccessful 
that not even Landon had been able to 
swing the renomination for him. And in 
the general election the Democrats had 
won out. 

It looked like the end of the trail for 
Landon. He took it on the chin, and 
went back to the oil business, where he 
found a fight brewing between the small 
producers and the corporations. It was 
a fight over pipelines and markets, and 
it was essentially the same old fight the 
Landons, father and son, had been wag- 
ing for years—independent producers 
against big corporations. He jumped into 
the midst of it, organized the small pro- 
ducers, led a committee to Washington 
and got small satisfaction. Then he and 
his committee went to work at home, 
staged a buyers’ strike against the cor- 
porations and won out. 

That, however, was an interim venture 
which will bear more examination in an- 
other chapter. In the meantime, even 
before the 1930 campaign, Landon had 
met, wooe@® and married Miss Theo Cobb, 
daughter of a Topeka banker, young so- 
ciety woman who was an accomplished 
musician and had completed her educa- 
tion in Europe. His marriage, the disas- 
trous 1930 campaign and his return to 
the oil business indicated that Alf Lan- 
don was through with politics. 

During 1931, however, Landon was out 
on the road again, talking and listening. 
He wasn’t talking politics this time. He 
was talking economics and he was listen- 
ing to other people’s. ideas. 


He Comes Back 
With a Bombshell 


N January of 1932, with few prelimi- 
| naries, he made a formal announce- 

ment. He would be a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Governor 
of Kansas in the coming election. 

It was the first time in his life he had 
sought public office. It was exceptional- 
ly early in the season to announce. And 
the announcement itself didn’t strike the 
usual note. 

“All of us Kansans,” the .statement 
said, “are now more interested in the 
economics of the situation than in poli- 
tics. I think everyone will agree that the 
first step in economics is to get every- 
thing in this State on a paying basis— 
cut down in every possible. way and 
lighten the tax burden, and then, as we 
d> that, get right down to brass tacks 
and give concrete form to the plan of 
putting finished and semi-finished prod- 
ucts in the Kansas economic picture. 
This I promise to do with all the earnest- 
ness, intelligence and energy at my com- 
mand.” 

The Kansas politicians were largely 
taken by surprise. And the more they 
thought about it, the more doubtful they 
were. Landon had no experience in pub- 
lic office. He had bolted the party twice, 
and even if both instances had been in- 
spired by loyalty to a principle, how many 
Kansas voters were going to stop and 
remember that? The economic situation 
was pretty bad. The Kansas crops were 
big last year and sold at starvation prices. 
This year they were going to be small. 
The State faced a deficit, and a big def- 
icit. It was a presidential year and only 
a miracle could save Hoover. Give the 
Democrats a national landslide, and what 
chance would a Republican candidate for 
Governor have? Yeah, just about the 
chance of the proverbial snowball. 

“Better pass it up, Alf,” the wise ones 
said. “Let some ambitious county chair- 
man take it on the chin this time. You 
took it plenty with Clyde Reed. Harry 
Woodring’s going back tm like a greased 
pig through a rail fence, and, if I know 


anything about what he'll be up against~ 


these next two yéars, he’s plumb wel- 
come to it.” 

But Alf Landon didn’t see it that way. 
le stood by his guns. He filled up the 
gas tank, started over the bumpy roads 
again, usually alone, sometimes accom- 
panied aby his daughter, Margaret Ann. 
He didn’t try any oratory. He just talked, 
told the folks what he thought could be 
done in Topeka, what he thought ought 
to be done. And he kept on driving and 
talking. 

“We've got to stop spending so much 
money,” he said. “We're carrying too 
big a load of taxation, no matter what 
it’s being spent for. We just can’t carry 
it. Real estate taxes are out of sight. 
They’ve got to come down. You're pay- 
ing too much for the license on your 
car. Maybe it isn’t really too much, by 
some standards, but it’s more than you 
can afford. We're spending too much 
on roads, right now. Do you know that 
three-fifths of all the money spent by 
the State goes into roads? Well, it does. 
We need roads, sure. But we can’t use 
roads if we haven't got enough left after 
we pay for the roads to buy cars to 
run on them. And this 15 per cent in- 
terest on delinquent taxes. It’s not right 
when, taxes are due in June and wheat 
isn't ready for market till late July. 
Somebody pulled a boner there.” 

That was the theme and tenor of Lan- 
don’s campaign, while “Doc” Brinkley 
was yammering into the ears of the ra- 
dio listeners about how he would reform 
everything from taxes to theater pro- 
grams and while Harry Woodring tried 
to stand on his record and promised a 
better one next time. 

By mid-September it was apparent what 
Hoover’s fate would be, but Landon kept 
hammering away. Veteran Kansas poli- 
ticians shook their heads and said, “It’s 
just’ too bad. Alf’s gaining, gaining 
steadily. If he only had an extra month 
he’d make it. But he hasn't got a chance, 
not with Roosevelt going over like he is.” 

September passed, and October, and the 
campaign was all but washed up. The 
Republican chiefs were sucking their 
pencils and trying to think up messages 
for Alf that would’ really convey the 
depth of their sorrow over his defeat. 
The Kansas Democrats were gleeful and 
Harry Woodring was sitting back and 
smiling. Kanegans went to the polls. Ob- 
servers couldn’t quite understand why 
it took so long for them to mark their 
ballots. Quite a few split tickets, appar- 
ently. Surprising, the way Alf Landon 
got to them. 


Lone Winner Despite 
Swing to Democrats 


HE reports began to come in. Roose- 
T vert leaped into the lead and kept 

gaining. Funny, though, the way Lan- 
don was going right along. You'd expect 
him to carry his home county by a good 
margin, but how about these others? 
Well, it couldn’t last. Not with Roosevelt 
going in by a landslide. 

The night wore on, and Woodring be- 
gan to catch up with Landon. He passed 
Landon a few times, but Alf’s totals were 
never far off. The Roosevelt plurality 
was climbing like mercury in July. 

Dawn, and the returns were practical- 
ly complete. But even then the wiseacres 
couldn’t believe it. Some of those coun- 
ties must have made a mistake in their 
reports. The totals as they stood showed 
Landon ahead by about 6000 votes. And 
Roosevelt was apparently winner by a 
74,000 vote margin. 

The totals were checked, and the final 
figures showed: Landon, 273,581; Wood- 
ring, 272,944; Brinkley, 244, And in 
the presidential race they were: Roose- 
velt, 424,204; Hoover, 349,498. 

Alf Landon was “in.” He not only was 
“in,” but he was the only Governor the 
Republicans elected west of the Missis- 
sippi that year.
